Pofterity will be at 
a Lofs to account for this monftrous Junétion! That the 
Remains of the Patriots, who, virtuous even to Madnefs, 
had made a Point of running down the Founder of Cor- 
ruption, could ever ftoop fo very low, as not only to aét in 
Concert with the Remains of Leviathan, but to receive 
Law from them, and re-eftablith thofe very Meafures which 
they had fo long and fo juftly oppos’d, pronounc’d iniqui- 
tous, and deftruCtive of the public Good! Does not a Con 
duct like this refleét Difhonour upon themfelves and the 
Caufe of Liberty?

oppreflive Remitters of Money ? Thus negletted are our 
Troops, and thus mifapplied is the Produce of our exotbi- 
tant Taxes. In vain his Majetty’s Brit and Eleforal 
Troops have emulated one another in the well-fought, but 
unfuccefsful Field of Battle; in vain, with equal Valour, 
they juflify’d themfelves, in the bloody Scenes of Fontenoy 
and Va/, again the unembarra/i'd Front of Calumny and 
Defamation; The Rivilers of our conquering Arms at 
Dettingen feem to have drawn down a national Judgment 
and driven Viétory into the Enemy's Camp, 
where fhe feems to have fix'd her Standard upon the Hel- 
met of that fottunate Chief, who, like Vidtory, made a 
Tender of his Experience firft to us, and, like Victory, 
was rejected: Pearls were cait before the Swine ! 

Tho’ it has been evident, from the Beginning of the 
War, that the French, not only take our Towns, but beat 
us in the Field, by the fuperior Force of their Aetillery, we 
have indolently look’d on their Tertors, and never endea- 
vour'd to thetch them ; tho’ there is no Doubt, if the Eng- 
life Genius of improving Inventions had been encourag'’d 
and exerted, we might have gone beyond them, Proceeds 
this Negle& from Defpondency, Infatuation, or from fome- 
what worfe ? Milton’s Devils, when overpower’d by thé 
Thutider of Heaven, were not idle, but invented mimic 
Engines againft the next Battle: We, more degenerate 
than thefe infernal Warriors, have quite loft the natural 
Virtue of Sclf-Defence, and tamely prefent the Throat td 
the Butcher's Knife. Whence then, I mutt afk again, pro- 
ceeds this Liftlefsnefs and Indifpofition to vigorous Meafures ? 
Not from Treafon furely! for there are Men of great 
F fates in the Coalition, and therefore can’t be well fufpedted 


upon us, 


of betraying the Public wilfully, as their own private Pro- 
perty and particulat Interefts would become involy'd in the 
general Calamity; nor can an Intention. of fubverting the 
Proteftant Sucecffion, be with any Colour of Reafon imputed 
to them, as they have given undeniable Inftances of Attactr- 
meént to it in their feveral private Capacities.

The Talents, requifite for the Formation of a Statefnian, 
are various and refin'd, feldom meeting in one Petfon, I 
think the late Earl of Swxder/and Wad a proper Genius for 
Government: Fle became conf{picuous in the Midft of able 
Men in the late Reign, and fhone at the Head of Bufinefs 
in Council long before he got hold of the Helm of Power. 
Count Gillemberg mentions him in his famous Corref- 
pondence with his Brother Miuifter in Ho/land, as influencing 
the public Affairs at Court in bis iime. He had a high ¢ 
Contempt of the Noxfo/A Fafion, and wodd not co- operate i 
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with them nor aduait them iato the Receiles of his Coin 
cils: He confider’d the ‘uious Violence of one of its 
Chiefs, as injurious to the Intereit of his Royal Maller, 
and fitter for a Board of Excife than for that of the Coun- 
cil; and that the little crafty Genius of the other had bet- 
ter dittinguifh’d him among the Brokers of Exchange- Alicy, 
than at Weflminfler. "Vis remarkable, that, during the 
Adminiftration of this great Man, Dunces were out of 
Fafhion in the State ; I will not fay at Court, where there 
are Varicties of Stations fuitable to every Capacity: A 
white S—— may be wielded by any Man; but in Bufinets 
he always fix'd upon a Genius; and, as it is faid of Robin 
dood, he try'’d his Man before he enlifted him among his 
Worthies. Tho’ he did bold and enterprizing Things, yet 
they were judicious, and the Nation had the Benefit of 
them. His Charatter was attack'd by the Malice of the 
Fa@ion, and purfued with lying Rancour even after his 
Death, which however rather brighten'd than fully’d it. 
The fame mean Spirit of Detraction furvives in the 2 
mains of the Survivor ; who, like him, dread great Abi- 
lities, and therefore, like him, crowd up the Gap of Accel: 
into the public Service, fo as none can pafs that have more 
Senfe and Experience than their good Neighbours, nor 
without the Watch-Word CoaLit ion.

His Captain, Serjeant and 
others appear’d in Court to his Character, and faid he 
behav'd himfelf peaceably and well for the three Ycars he 
has been in the Regiment.”
